The redolution of the North - West council — bé induced to invest their means 


| asking for the fepeal of the prohibitory 
liquor law applying to the Territories 
brought out determined opposition from a 
considerable number of elected meinbers. 
And not without good reason. Whatever 
the opinion of any iudividual may de re- 
garding the merits of the present law or the 
method of its enforcement there ig a point 
upon which all are agreed—that the liquor 
traffic must be controlled; and almost all, 
that being a social matter the method of 


political questions, as it can only be by a 
direct vote of the people. The proposition 
of the council was that the method of control 
shoul be fixed not by direct verdict of the 
people but according to the resolution of the 
council itself, which was only fractionally 
representative. 

The chief weakness of the present law is 
that it is not known to be according to the 
wish of the people most concerned. It is as 
yet an open question whether the majority 
favor license or prohibition. Certainly a 
large number of the people of the towns ex- 
press themselves in favor of license, and 
their opinions are for natural reasons wore 
heard of than those of all the remainder. 
It is a disadvantage as well as an advantage 
of responsible government that every ex- 
ecutive act is measured by its probable 
political effect. Consequently when a clamor 
is raised that any certain law is unpopular 
the executive is careless about rigidly en- 
forcing it. It a popular majority declared 
for prohibition it.would be to the political 
interest of the executive to carry out their 
wish; to show whether the law really 
could or could not be enforced aud what 
advantages or drawbacks were connected 
with it. Ifon the other hand the majority 
favored license, license would no doubt be 
granted and the tratfie would be placed on 
the footing of legalized respectability which 
ite advocates desire to see it orcupy. In 
either case a definite decision would be 
reached, and while the question of prohibi- 
tion vs. license was heing decided other in- 
terests would not suffer. But if license is 
substituted for the present system without 
a direct appeal to the people prohibitionists 
will have cause of complaint quite as great 
as pro-license men have now, aud there will 
bea continual jangling, to the special dis- 
advantage of those engaged in the tratfic, 
until the matter has been decided by popular 
vote. Only those who desired to profit 
themselves at the general expense could 
have wished to introduce such a sweeping 
change on such an important question with- 
out the due cousideration and definite sanc- 
tion of the people necessary to give the 
chenge when made, whatever it might be, 
permanent and beneficial effect. 

If the resolution of the late councilis acted 
upon the only opportunity for the people to 
declare themselves on this question will be 
at the next election to the new Territorial 
council or assembly. At that election, the 
first in all probability under a new system 
of government, there will be many political 
questions of great importance to be decided, 
There will be many local questions pressing 
for consideration on which the general pub- 
lic will be divided. As a solid body having

While this proposal to mix a social with 
ordinary political questions at the next local 
election greatly disadvantages the former it 
does as much for tho latter. There is very 
little prospect that the responsible govern- 
ment asked for by the council will be 
granted in the interval, but rather a bureau- 
cracy of some sort. In that case if the Terri- 
tories are tosecure the responsible government 
and increased subsidy to which they are en- 
titled a very clear and emphatic expression 
of opinion will be neccessary at the local elec- 
tions. It it had been the leading desire of 
the council to prevent such a result it could 
not have devised u better way than by sug: 
gesting that the license question be made a 
companion issue. There are many people 
who favor license who also favor responsible 
government, and again there may be pro- 
hibitionists who have their doubts about the 
advantages of that system. In its desire to 
injure the temperance cause the council has 
done equal injury to the cause of responsible 
government which it professed to strongly 
favor. Had the issues been presented separ- 
ately both would have been carricd or de- 
feated on their separate merits. By present- 
ing them together they are made to tight 
each other to the advantage of the enemies 
of both. 

The single course open to the opponents of 
a liquor license system is clear. They did 
not desire to have this issue forced upon the 
country at this time or in this way. If the 
settlement of other questions of importauce 
are deferred by the discussion of this ques- 
of license vs. prohibition during the next few 
months the blame does not rest upon them. 
Believing that the liquor tratiic is a curse, 
and that the system which licenses, legalizes 
and makes it respectable is doubiy a curse, 
their duty is, whenever necessary, to let go 
all other considerations for the time being 
and form a solid front of opposition to its in- 
troduction into these Territories.

At last fearing he had gone 
wrong he tied his pony and tried to start a 
tire but did not succeed. He then lay down 
on his saddle blanket beside his dog at the 
upturned root of a tree where the Indians 
found bim, chilled thoroughly but not at all 
frostbitten. Search for him had begun 
about 8 o’clock in the evening and was con- 
tinued until he was found.

The settied districts 
that would naturally be fermed into sepa- 
rate municipalities are diyided trom cach 
other by wide distances aud serious natural 
obstacles. The chief business of such muni- 
cipalities would be to open up commupica- 
tion with exch ether, and there would be 
never-ending disputes as to the preportion 
of work to be done by each. The local gov- 
ernment attends to the construction of such 
works, and consequently is compelled to l. vy 
direct taxation to defray the expense. The 
taxes are heavy, but the country is being 
opened up and the people get the worth of 
their money. 


In its issue of Nov. 28rd E. Kk. Sheppard 
announces his retirement from the Torotito 
News as proprietor and editor. He at- 
tributes his retirement to the persecution to 
which he was subjected by the officers of the 
65th battalion on account of a libellous 
article which appeared in his paper in 85.

The circulation and suc- 
cess of the paper has proven that it was not 
awild venture, though circumstances have 
made it impossible for ine to reap the reward 
of four yous of unremitting labor.

It is not an easy 
thing to with the creation of one’s 
efforte and ambitions, but as fate sometimes 
snatches from ua éur dearest babes end best 
loved friends, se, to, it often robs us ef ou 
brightest ideale and most cherished hopes.“
